Prior to examination of the above -identified application, kindly cancel all the 
original claims 1-193 and insert new claims 194-256. 

These claims are all directed to functional assays for identifying compounds 
that activate or modulate the activity of the T1R2/T1R3 sweet taste receptor. As 
discussed in the subject application, T1R2 and T1R3 sequences when co-expressed 
in a recombinant host cell respond specifically to sweet taste stimuli such as natural 
and artificial sweeteners. Therefore, compounds that activate or modulate the 
activation of T1R2/T1R3 potentially can be used as flavor enhancers and flavor 
additives in foods and beverages.
